Knights of Labor of New York Inaug
urated the March, as a Celebration
of the Day, In the Eastern
Metropolls That Year.

NLIKE other holidayes that are
obaerved by the American peos
ple, Labor day did not havo its
beginning in the commemorn-
tion of any great event In the world's
history and for that reason there is
considerable doubt as to who was re-
sporaible for its birth
There are many who lay claim to
being the originators of Labor's na-
tlonal holiday, and thers have been
muany chronologieal tables produced
in support of each one's clnim, Au-
thorities, however, aro almost unani-
mously agreed that the celebration
that has now become one of the na-
tional holidays was given its first
impulse by the Knights of Labor in
New York In 1882,
Those who took part In this first
movement did not, they say, at that

It i8 a coinecldence that the men
who lald the foundations for Labor
day selected the first Monday In Sep-
tember. Why they did so they do not
know except for the fact that at
that time of the year most of the
Industrial {nstitutions of the country
are either about to resume operations
or have done so, and with a year of
steady work and good wages as the
progpeet the tollers felt more in a
mood to jubllate,

The first celebration in New York
took the form which bhas bean the
accepted one for years, namely, a
parade of the union forces of the

city. Following thls another fea-
ture, speeches by leading labor ora-
tors, was also found on the pro-
gram.

Following l]m New York outing in
1882, the same mgnnlmtkm encour-
aged by the suecess of the first affair,
held another onetwo yvears later. The
wage-workera in other parts of the
country started celebrations of the
same kind,

In 18586 the American IFederation of
Labor went on record as favo 'ng a
day of this kind and Instructed the
delogates to work among thelr con-
stituents and secure as early as pos-
slble leg!slative approval of it, This
